City, Col., Dec. 1.—The commission is pa- 
tiently awaitln,!? the an'ival of the White 
River Utes. 
Several propositions have 
been made by the Indians through Ouray 
to retain the stock and property captured 
at White River, but all such offers have 
been reiosed. 
Gens. Hatch and Adams 
will listen to no compromise. The surren- 
der of the guilty parties is the only prop- 
osition that will be entertained by them. 
Gen. Stanley received the money taken by 
the Utes from the 'Meekers, of Douglass, 
through Chief Ouray, upon his own re- 
sponsibility. 


Later, 1..'« p. m.—Ouraj' informs the 
eommissloii that the troops reported to 
him as advancing on Unltah 
agency 
were Mormon militia; that they have ar- 
rived there and are trying to persuade the 
Indians to renew the fight, offering to join 
the Ftea and furnish men and arms. Jack 
is in camp twenty miles frt>m the White 
River. Ouray tliinks It doubtful about 
his coming here, as he is afraid of tlie 
commission. 


The White River Utes came into 
Los Pinos last Saturday and went be- 
fore the commission. A new plan of 
examining witnesses has been adopted, 
and a number allowed to enter the 
commission room at once. They all 
wear arms, though concealed. .4 The 
members of the commission and at- 
taches all keep guns and revolvers 
near that may be used on quick no- 
tice. Great distrust prevails on both 
sides, though both make an effort to 
appear at ease and inspire confidence 
on the part of the other side. 
Henry 
Jeam, the interpreter, who was inter- 
preter at White Kiver, testified Sat- 
urday. 
He'knew nothing of the mas- 
sacre at the agency, but was at Milk 
River, and knew that Jack and Col- 
orow led the attack on Thorn burg. 
Other Indians present attempted to 
interrupt him and prompt him while 
giving his testimony, but he paid little 
attention to them, and told a straight 
story.

are expected to do so. 
It is now 
said that the party advancing from 
Utah, who were considered soldiers, 
were Mormons. 
Indians are coming 
in from all quarters to Los Pinos, 
from <500 to 1,000 Utes being camped 
within a day's ride of the agency.

Judge Lowry, in the opening por- 
tion of his recent address as president 
of the Indiana State Bar Association, 
thus asked and answered in part the 
question: 


"What is the need, utility and mis- 
sion of the legal profession in Indiana 
and the benefit to be derived from or- 
ganised association on the part of its 
members? Let us briefly and some- 
what practically consider." 


Indiana adopted her constituí ion as 
an organized state on the 2Utii oí .lunt- 
1816, and was admitted to the I nion 
by act of congress on Dec. 11 of tlie 
same year. In 1810 she hud a popu- 
lation of 24,520, and, according to the 
next succeeding census, in ] 820, n 
population of 147,178, Assuming the 
same percentage of increase in popu- 
lation between 1870 and 1880 as there 
was between 1860 and 1870, she will 
have within her borders in 1880, 2,100,- 
796 souls. She has an area of 33,SOU 
square miles, or 21,037,700 acres. The 
assessed value of her real estate in 
1878 was f629,930,057, and of person- 
alty $215,829,988, making a total of 
$855,760,045. She is in the order of 
population the sixth state in ning- 
nitude in 
the American 
Union. 
Of 
the great 
coal 
field 
ex- 
tending 
also 
into 
Illinois and 
Kentucky, over 6,000 square miles 
are within her limits, of which lat- 
ter a large portion is composed of the 
valuable fossil or block coal, so valu- 
able in metallurgy. She is still en- 
riched with large tracts of forest 
timber, including hickory, ash, pil- 
lar and black walnut. Of her entire 
area there over 7,000,000 acres of land 
under cultivation, and 11,000,000 or 
12,000,000 of acres, improved and 
divided into farms of an average of 
112 acres each. The value of her 
farm, 
forest 
and market-garden 
products, in 1870, including stock, 
living and slaughtered, and improve- 
ments, 
was §159,152,500, and of 
manufactured products, $108,617,278, 
making a total of $267,769,78r>. In 
1880, It is probably safe to say the 
census will show an increase of at 
least one-fourth, 
tbus 
makinir a 
total annual production of $384,712,- 
282. There are in the state soa^e 30 
cities, varyins: in popuhition frojii 
3,000 to 90,(X)0. In these and some 
of the towns are located i>4 national 
and 150 private banks, the former 
having a circulation of $15,000,000, 
and the latter a capital of $5,000,000, 
and deposits of §10,000,000. 
Of 
the 65,757 miles of telegraph lines in 
the United States in 1873, Indiana 
had 6,943, or, in round numbers, 7,000; 
in 1877 there were 94,714 miles in the 
United States; and, now that there 
are in all probabilitj' 100,000 miles 
in the United States, it is fair to as- 
sume that this increase of lines gives 
Indiana now about 10,000 miles. She 
has 150 or more foreign insurance 
companies doing business with her 
citizens, which, excluding domestic 
companies, have a premium collection 
of, in round numbers, a million anü a 
quarter of dollars, and schedule about 
three-quarters of a million of losses 
annually. She had, in the incipiency 
of her commercial traffic, splendid, 
though now extinct, lines of canulá, 
one of which connected the great chain 
of northern lakes and the river and 
Gulf of St. Lawrence with the gr^at 
"Father of Waters" and the Gulf of 
Mexico, and was the longest in exist- 
ence. She still has the fine navigable 
waters of the Ohio extending along 
her 
entire 
southern 
boundary. 
Her geographical 
position is í^uch 
as renders it necessaty for nearly 
the whole of the traffic and intercom- 
munication between the manufactur- 
ing regions of the east, with the great 
mineral and agricultural regions west 
of her territory to pass over it, and 
h e r magnificent lines of railway now 
measure within a fraction of 4,000 
miles; and traverse, with the excep- 
tion of three or four, every county in 
the state. 
These instrumentalities 
combined, amongst other'causes, u ith 
the fertility of her soil and the energy 
and industry of her people, have con 
tributed to the building up of a vast 
trade between our own citizens, and 
between them and those of other 
states, rivaling in its character and 
extent many of the busiest of her 
sister commonwealths, and snrpas.siug 
many a community elsewhere venera- 
ble for its centuries of growth, emu- 
lated for the successful development 
of its industrial resources, and rever- 
enced for the morality of its commer- 
cial ethics. Asa corollary of all this, 
it is to be expected that, in addition 
to the immense number of persons in 
the state engaged in agriculture, 
—being 
at 
this 
time 
about 
300,000; in mining, manufacturing 
and mechanical pursuits, about 100,- 
000; in t r a d e a n d commerce, 
about 
50,000; as laborers, a b o u t 50,000; as 
domestic 
servants, 
about 
30,000— 
there will be found in such a commu- 
nity, as a necessary and indispensable 
part of it, those devoted to other pur- 
suits than the actual manipulation of 
matter qr of the actual physical pro- 
duction of commodities and the in- 
crease of values. We liave, hence, a 
body of so-called professional men, 
notably clergymen, educators, physi- 
cians and surgeons, and last, but not 
least, lawyers. Their numbers in the 
state in 1870, being the period of the 
last authentic data, were: Of clergy- 
men 1,787, of teachers 5,018, of physi- 
cians and surgeons 3,613, and of law- 
yers 1,685, which latter has now prob- 
ably increased to 2,500 or 3,000. Very 
many worthy people 
feel 
fully 
persuaded 
that 
this 
latter 
class, 
and possibly all courts, might be 
yery profitably to tho public, and to 
their own great comfort entirely dis- 
pensed with. [Laughter.] 
So with

That experience has been placed i n 
the crucible, and from it has been e x - 
tracted and eliminated a multitude of 
principles, deemed by the most il- 
lustrious of mankind 
fitted

guidance and goverrimriiL of the m e m -

is understood of what an infinitude

it will be understood, also, h o w neces-

Mr. Wynne, of St. Catherines, Ont., 
is in the city working up the schcme 
for deepening the canal. 


Mr. Wynne is in the employment 
of the Wabash and Erie Canal En- 
largement Company, and daring the 
last six weeks lias addressed twenty- 
four meetings in regard to the sub- 
ject. 
He 
circulates 
petitions 
at 
every 
meeting 
and 
ex- 
plains 
the 
working 
of 
the 
scheme to all interested, Mr. Wynne's 
plan, as explained by himself, is to 
deepen the canal so as to avoid the 
necessity of locks. There are sixteen 
miles of the canal, the bed of which 
is ten feet higher than the rest, mak- 
ing two locks necessary. He would 
deepen this sixteen miles to a level 
with the rest of the canal, and thus 
secure a long stretch of canal without 
locks, and at the same time improve 
the adjacent country by reclaiming 
the lands. The improTeic it^ to be 
made would be largely in Allen and 
Huntington counties, and he thinks 
these counties would receive great 
benefit therefrom. 


The following is a copy of the peti- 
tion which Mr. Wynne is circulating: 
To the CongrcHX of the United Slates : 


^V^lereas, a great public necessity ex- 
ists to create a water navigation thatsliall 


o o u u e c t the navigable rivers oi tiie great 
west with the great-hikes; and as there in 
only a distance of two hundred miles be- 
tween the navigable rivers of the west 
and I^ake Ei-ie, and the bed of a can;il 
n o w exists which can be widened and 
deepened at a small expense; and
